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HOW   TO    UNPACK   A    PIANO. 

SQUARES. 

Take  cut  the  screws  holding  the  lid  of  the  box,  remove  the  lid.  take  out  the 
piano  legs  and  lyre,  remove  the  board  across  the  inside  of  the  box.  Place  two 
benches  or  strong  wide  chairs,  which  should  be  covered  with  a  quilt  or  other 
soft  substance,  alongside  of  the  box  where  the  back  of  the  Piano  is,  slide  the 
Piano  toward  the  end  where  the  legs  were — about  six  inches  ;  have  the  Piano 
lifted  out  b)'  four  persons,  one  at  each  corner,  and  set  it  on  the  two  benches  or 
chairs  on  its  back.  Unscrew  the  cross-boards  on  each  end  of  the  bottom  and 
put  the  l3^re  and  legs  on,  which  are  numbered  i,  2,  3,  4,  for  their  respective 
places.  Have  the  four  persons  lift  the  Piano  off  the  benches,  and  set  it  down 
so  that  tiie  four  legs  will  touch  the  floor  at  the  same  time.  After  unt3nng  the 
tape  around  the  -nstrument,  remove  the  dust  with  a  soft  silk  handkerchief  or 
piece  of  buckskin.     Tne  key  will  be  found  tied  to  the  lyre. 

N.  B. — In  no  case  remove  the  tape  until  the  Piano  is  on  its  legs. 

UPRIGHTS. 

Take  out  the  screws  holding  the  lid  of  the  box,  remove  the  lid,  then  take  out 
the  screws  on  the  b.ick  and  sides  of  the  box,  being  careful  to  hold  the  side 
elects  with  the  hand  in  order  that  they  may  not  fall  and  scratch  sides  of  Piano  ; 
next  take  out  wedges  under  the  Piano,  and  then  one  man  at  each  end  pull  the 
Piano  out  of  the  box  squarely.  Remove  the  strips  screwed  on  the  back  of  the 
Piano,  untie  the  tapes,  and  take  off  the  papers.  To  remove  the  dust,  use  a 
soft  rilk  handkerchief.     The  kev  will  be  found  tied  to  the  console. 


HOW   TO    KEEP    A    PIANO. 

As  all  Manufacturers  have  more  or  less  complaints  in  regard  to  Pianos,  we 
would  respectfully  submit  the  followin/s  rules,  necessar3'for  the  preservauon  of 
a  }*iano. 

The  instrument  should  be  closed  when  not  in  use,  in  order  to  prevent  damp- 
ness, dust,  etc.,  from  collecting  inside  of  the  Piano. 

The  Piano  should  not  be  placed  in  a  damp  room  nor  left  open  in  a  draught 
of  air  ;  dampness  is  its  most  dangerous  encm)',  causing  the  strings  and  tuning 
pins  to  rust,  the  cloth  used  in  the  construction  of  the  keys  and  action  to  swell, 
whereby  the  mechanism  will  move  sluggishl}-,  or  often  stick  altogether. 
This  occurs  chiefly  in  the  summer  season,  and  the  best  Pianos,  made  of  the 
most  thoroughly  seasoned  material,  are  necessarily  affected  by  dampness,  the 
absorption  being  rapid.  Extreme  heat  is  scarcely  less  injurious.  The  Piano 
should  not  be  placed  near  to  an  open  fire  or  heated  stove,  nor  over  or  close  to 
the  hot  air  from  furnaces  now  in  general  use.  Moths  are  very  destructive  to  the 
cloth  and  felt  used  in  the  Piano,  and  may  be  kept  out  of  it  by  placing  a  lump 
of  camphor,  wrapt  in  soft  paper,  in  the  inside  corner,  care  being  taken  to  renew 
it  from  time  to  time. 

Many  persons  are  unaware  of  the  great  importance  of  having  their  Pianos 
kept  in  order,  and  only  tuned  by  a  competent  tuner.  A  new  Piano  should  be 
tuned  at  least  once  every  two  or  three  months  during  the  first  year,  and  at 
longer  intervals  afterwards. 
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THE   PIANO-FORTE    MANUFACTORIES  OF  MESSRS. 
J.  &  C.  FISCHER. 


^HE  manufactories  proper  are  situated  at  Nos.  415,  417,  419,  421,  423,  425, 
427  and  429  West  28th  Street,  and  have  a  front  and  rear  of  200  feet  and  a 
depth  of  100  feet,  and  arc  nine  stories  high. 

There  are  four  dry-houses,  situated  in  the  rears  of  423  to  429  West  28th  Street, 
holding  over  half  a  million  feet  of  lumber  under  the  process  of  kiln-drying  at 
140''  Fahrenheit,  which  is  done  after  being  exposed  to  the  air  between  two  and 
three  years.  By  these  means  a  large  and  well  seasoned  stock  of  lumber  is  kept 
constantly  on  hand. 

The  various  buildings  are  supplied  with  steam  and  gas  throughout,  have  two 
large  steam  elevators,  an  engine  of  200  horse  power,  two  boilers  of  150  horse 
power  each,  and  are  furnished  with  40,000  feet  of  steam  pipe. 

The  great  number  of  planing,  sawing,  jointing,  drilling,  turning,  and  various 
other  machines  (several  of  which  are  our  own  inventions,  and  in  use  by  no  other 
firm)  would  be  too  lengthy  to  here  describe.  It  will  suffice  to  say  that  from  a 
moderate  estimate  they  replace  the  hand  labor  of  at  least  1,000  workmen,  doing 
the  hard  and  difficult  work  with  wonderful  exactness  and  perfection. 

The  whole  top  floors  of  all  the  buildings  are  devoted  to  the  rubbing,  varnishing 
and  polishing  ot  the  Piano-Fortes,  making  them  the  most  perfect  and  complete 
appartments  in  any  factory. 

The  remaining  floors  in  the  building  and  its  extension,  known  as  423  to  429 
West  28th  Street,  are  devoted  to  the  machinery,  preparing  of  lumber,  and  manu- 
facture of  the  Grand,  Square,  and  Upright  cases. 

In  this  building  are  also  located  the  large  glueing  presses  of  immense  power 
for  glueing  the  massive  bottoms,  wrest  planks,  and  other  large  parts  of  the  Piano. 
Other  portions  of  this  building  contain  a  number  of  light  machines,  and  are  also 
used  for  selecting  and  marking  the  different  kinds  of  lumber. 

In  the  building  known  as  417  to  419  West  28th  Street,  are  situated  on  the 
various  floors,  stringing,  finishing,  fly-finishing,  action,  and  tone  regulating 
departments. 

On  the  first  floor  of  Nos.  417  and  421  are  situated  the  offices  and  warerooms, 
where  at  all  times  may  be  seen  the  various  styles  of  Grand,  Square,  and  Upright 
Piano-Fortes  awaiting  shipment  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  packing  rooms  are  situated  on  the  first  floor  of  421  West  28th  Street,  and 
the  basement  is  used  for  the  storage  of  boxes. 

In  the  building  situated  at  Nos.  525,  527,  529  and  531  West  24ih  Street,  a  large 
structure  four  stories  and  basement  high,  100  feet  square,  are  located  the  bellying 
and  the  massive  Upright  Back  departments.  These  departments  are  probably 
ihe  most  interesting  in  Piano  Manufacture. 

About  600  workmen  are  kept  constantly  employed,  who  finish  and  complete 
about  two  and  one  half  Pianos  for  every  working  hour  throughout  the  vear. 
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THE     SUPERIORITY 

Of  the  J,   &   C,  Fischer   JPiano    Fortes   has   become 
established  for  the  following  reasons : 

First — Durability  in  anything  can  only  be  secured  bj^  thoroughness  in  manu- 
facture. The  Piano  Forte  is  the  combination  of  case,  action,  and  tone  in  one,  and 
to  secure  durability  of  the  Piano,  case,  action,  and  tone  must  be  thorough,  eacli 
in  itself.  The  Case,  being  the  body,  so  to  speak,  must  not  only  be  well  made,  but  so 
made  that  it  not  only  will  hold  the  tone,  but  also  be  able  to  let  it  out  freely.  To  do 
this  requires  a  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  sound,  as  well  as  the  laws  of  mechan- 
ics. A  practical  and  scientific  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturers  ot 
over  forty  }'ears'  experience  and  study,  enables  them  to  produce  a  Case  made  to 
stand  the  wear  of  time  in  all  climates  and  at  all  seasons.  The  Action,  beittg  the 
life-producing  organ  of  the  instrument,  requires  to  be  so  regulated  that  at  the 
slightest  touch  the  tone  or  life  of  the  Piano  is  at  once  heard  ;  and  that  this 
desiced  result  may  be  obtained  and  maintained,  each  part  of  the  action  must  be 
perfect  in  itself,  and  made  only  of  the  very  best  materials.  In  the  J.  &  C. 
Fischer  Piano  Fortes  this  is  one  of  the  features  for  which  the)'  are  renowned, 
and  has  added  to  their  well-known  durability.  The  tone  is  obtained  by  the  proper 
combination  of  case  and  action,  and  is  durable  only  as  they  are  durable.  The 
Fischer  Piano  Forte,  therefore,  being  durable,  becomes  desirable. 

Second — The  J.  C.  Fischer  Piano  Fortes  are  made  by  a  house  whose  desire  is 
not  to  make  a  Piano  for  to-day  alone,  but  for  the  future,  and  that  this  object  may 
be  secured,  each  department  is  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  member  of 
the  firm,  guaranteeing  thereby  perfectness  in  the  whole. 

Third — The  actual  use  of  so  large  a  number  of  Piano  Fortes,  as  stated  on 
page  2,  the  constantly  increasing  demand,  the  increase  in  sales  of  over  loo  per 
cent,  within  the  past  few  j-ears,  all  indicate  that  use  creates  demand. 

Fourth — The  manufacturers,  without  egotism,  have  always  made  it  their  pride
